Receivers For H. B. Claflin 
Stores Maintained Over 
Country— Appeal Vain. 

New York, June 26,-The biggest 
mercantile failure in the history of 
the United States was precipitated 
yesterday when receivers were ap- 
pointed for H. B. Claflin company, 
of this city. The company, it is es- 
timated, owes more than $30,000,COO 
which, at the present time, it is un- 
able to pay. Its assets are said to 
be $44,000,000. 

John Claflin, head of the company 
is the chief individual stockholder, 
in the dry goods enterprises through- 
out the country, which are involved 
n the failure. Receivers for several 
of these were named today, and sim- 
ilar action, it was announced, would 
be taken in the case of the remainder. 
Their business will be continued un- 
der receivers' management until 
their financial affairs have been ad- 
justed. 

From 3.000 to 5,000 banks in all 
parts of the United States compose 
the bulk of Claflin creditors. They 
hold notes aggregating the major 
part of the liabilities. These notes 
are said to have been issued by the 
various Claflin stores, endorsed by 
H. B. Claflin company and the pro- 
ceeds used when discounted in financ- 
ing their needs.

Belgrade. June 24. -King Peter I 
of Ser i ia was reported to-day to have 
abdicated the throne in favor of h s 
second son. Prince Alexander 

The king le't Belgrad? in the af- 
ternoon for the baths at V'ranya in 
the southern part of Servia, and a 
note issued by the official agency in 
announcing the king's departure did 
not say he had abdicated, but confin- 
ed itself to the statement that his 
majesty had signed a ukase intrust- 
ing the government of Servia during 
his absence from the capital to the 
crown prince, Alexander. 

King Peter I, who is 70 years old. 
ascended the Servian throne, June 
15 1903, after the murder of King 
Alexander. 

At half past twelve on the night of 
June 10. about forty Servian army 
officers entered the royal palace, 
burst open the apartments of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga, and 
shot their majesties dead. On the 
same occasion, several Servian min- 
isters were assassinated, and alto- 
gether fifty-four persons were killed 
or wounded. 

The king, who has just abdicated, 
was in Geneva at the time, and he 
afterwards denied all knowledge of 
the conspiracy. His majesty, how- 
ever, never caused the punishment 
of the conspirators, who retained 
their rank in the Servian army. 

King Peter, until his succession, 
led a very venturous life. He studi- 
ed in Switzerland and then went to 
the French military academy at St. 
Cyr. He participated in the Franco- 
German war as an officer of the for- 
eign legion 

For many years he is said to have 
engaged in conspiracies against King 
Milan, of Servia, but for forty-five 
years he himself never set foot on 
Servian soil until he had been elect- 
ed king by the Servian parliament. 

The new King Alexander was born 
on December 4, 1888. He has hith- 
erto been very popular among the 
Servians. He was educated in St. 
Petersburg, and is of a studious and 
refined temperament.

Edwin W. Steger, Prominer* 
Farmer, Victim of "Heart 
Failure," Aged 73. 

SHOCKING IN ITS SUDDENNESS- 

Death Came Without Warning 
At 4 ©Clock A. M. 
Thursday. 

Mr. Edwin W. Steger. one of Chris- 
tian county'smost prominentand sub*- 
stantial citizens, died unexpectedly 
at his home near Oak Grove.

Oaxaea Interesting Because of Pro*- 
Imlty to Ruin* of Abiding Place* 
of Form*r 





MONOGAMY THE IDEAL STATE 

Relation* of the Lower Animal* Serv* 
to Prove That Polygamy Lead* 
to Deterioration. 

Marriugo, it appears, is almost uni- 
versal in the animal world. Bache* 
lors and spinsters are rare, yet after 
the brief period of mourning is owr 
the bereuvi'il animal has little diili- 
cultv in finding a new mad'. 

Perhaps the most interest in? point 
in ngan] to this subject is that tho 
lower animals, like men, often have 
proved that monogamy is the ideal 
married state. A polygamous race 
increases fa tt er for a time, and pro- 
duces olTspring of apparently un- 
usual Intelligence and development, 
but it is a notable fact that deer, 
which are most polygamous, are low- 
est down in the scale of development 
and are most seriously scourged by 
epidemic plagues. 

The great objection to polvgamv 
in animals is that only one parent — 
the weaker — has the tare of the olT- 
spring, and that at the death of the 
father serious trouble often occur? 
among the survivors. — Exchange. 



Oaxaea and its suburbs has an ele- 
ration of 5,069 feet above sea lev>l, 
population 40,000. The city was 
founded in 1 4H6 and waa called 
Huaxynrac, afterwards softened into 
Oaxaea by the Spaniards, who first 
went there in 1521. Oaxaea is an 
extremely pretty city, well supplied 
with parks and gardens, and situated 
at just tho right altitude to be nei- 
ther extremely hot nor cold. 

The famous ruins of Monte Alban 
are within four miles of Oaxaea. 
These ruins are placed among tho 
most notable of the sort in the world, 
and are held by competent authori- 
ties to be at least 2,000 years old. 
The mountain on which they are sit- 
uated is literally covered with re- 
mains of temples, sepulchers, plat- 
forms, open squares and other ru- 
ins, said to bear a great resemblance 
to those found in Egypt. 

At Mitla, 25 miles southeast of 
Oaxaea, the ruins are of still more 
surpassing interest and beauty.

Honse Committee Receives Flood 

of Letters Approving Meas- 
r ure For Censorship. 



Congress of Mothers also have re- 
cently written urging the passage of 
ON U. S. MOVIE BILL federal legislation on the subject. 

The committee has held two series 
of hearings on the bill and both of 
these have brought out the fact that 
there is no efficient censorship of the 
"movies.'' The board of censors of 
Chic go was ridiculed before the 
committee for having prohibited the 
exhibition of a film of the "Merchant 
of Venice" on the ground fat it 
was anti-semitic. 

There are three elements in the 
moving picture industry, all of which 
must be controlled, according to 
members of the committee. The e 
are the exhibitors, the exchanges and 
manufacturers. Of the three, the 
exchanges are by far the most pow- 
erful. Two of the three principal 
exchanges already have stated that 
they are opposed to a federal censor- 
ship. I 
Most of the exhibitors are in favoj 
of the proposed board of censors. 
Their chief desire, as expressed to 
the committee, is to be protected in 
the quality of the films sent to them. 
The manufacturers of films have not 
yet been heard from. 



Washington —A flood of letters 
from all parts of the country is pour- 
ing in upon the committee on ed- 
ucation of the House asking that 
action be taken at the earliest possi- 
ble date upon the hill introduced by 
Representative Hughes, of Georgia, 
providing for a national censorship 
of moving pictures. The bill pro- 
vides for a board of five censors, 
•who are to i>ass upon films and to 
license them if they are found worthy. 

Following are the provisions which 
prescribe the duty of this board: 

"The commission shall license ev- 
ery film submitted to it and intended 
for entrance into interstate com- 
merce unless it finds that such film 
is obscene, indecent, immoral, inhu- 
mane, or depicts a bull fight or is of 
such character that its exhibition 
would tend to impair the health or 
corrupt the morals of children or 
adults or incite to crime. The com- 
mission may license any film, subject 
to such excisions, amplifications or 
alterations as the committee may- 
direct and require to be made. The 
commission may, by unanimous vote, 
withdraw any license at any time for 
cause shown." • 

To Protect Children. 

"There are 9,000,000 children in 
the United States going to moving 
picture shows every day. and they 
must be protected," sa:d Represent- 
ative Hughes. There is a self-consti- 
tuted national board of censors in 
New York, but it has absolutely no 
authority, and the worst films never 
are submitted to it. There can be 
no doubt about the tremendous ef- 
fect which these films have upon the 
minds of young people, and a rigor- 
ous censorship is of the utmost im- 
portance, " 

Philanthropic associations in all 
parts of the country are urging the 
passage of the bill. Their attitude 
is typically shown in the following 
Extract from a letter written to the 
.committee by Howard Teasdale. 
chairman of the Wisconsin legislative 
committee to investigate the white 
slave traffic: 

\"Many of the pictures are not only 
immoral," he writes "and strongly 
suggestive, but they practically rep- 
resent what has heretofore been 
represented by the dime novel.

A Century Ago. 

Mortimer M. Jackson, a distin- 
guished Jurist, was born 100 years ago. 
March 6, in Rensselaervllle, N. Y. At 
the age of twenty-four he moved to 
.Milwaukee, where he engaged In the 
practice of law. He was a member of 
the Territorial convention of 1840, and 
helped to organize the Whig party in 
the territory and to oppose the exten- 
sion of slavery. He was attorney gen- 
eral of the territory for five years and 
one of the first circuit court Judges 
of the statu of Wisconsin. In 1857 he 
was the defeated Republican candi- 
date for United States senator. In 
1861 President Lincoln appointed him 
United States Consul at Halifax, 
where during the Civil war he ren- 
dered the country valuable service. In 
1S82, after more than 20 years in the 
consular service, Mr. Jackson returned 
to bis home In Madison, Wis., when 
he died In 1889. 



Measuring Man's Worth. 

Dr. Katherlne M. H. Blackford told 
the Efficiency society at Its annual 
meeting some of the waya of meas- 
uring man's worth almost as accur- 
ately as though his moral and mental 
qualities could be placed upon the 
scales. All that the man doing the 
measuring has to do Is to keep tab 
on something like 64 characteristics 
a-ud qualifications. "One must be very 
careful not to make mistakes." Doc- 
tor Blackford admitted. "There wtia 
a foreman once who expressed dissat- 
isfaction with- the methods. He 
showed his tables The group of 
workmen under him measured up: 
Cheerfulness, 100 per cent; accuracy, 
orderliness, 100 per cent. 'Then,' 
asked his employer, 'what's the mat- 
ter?' 'Aw,' said the foreman, 'they'rt 
so darned gloomy.'" 



RAPE PAST URAGE FOR SWINE 

Dwarf Essex Is Only Variety Suitable 
for Hogs— One of Best Emer- 
gency Forage Crops. 

The grower of rape should Insist on 

getting the Dwarf Essex, as this Is the 
only variety that Is suitable for hog 
pasture. There Is a summer or bird 
seed rape found on the market which 
makes a worthless pasture and should 
not be used. 

I have used rape for several years 
as pasture for both breeding and fat- 
tening hogs and never experienced any 
difficulty In getting them to eat It, 
writes Turner Wright In Farmers Mail 
and Breeze. 

If hogs that are not accustomed to 
rape are given no other green feed for 
a few days they will soon learn to eat 
and relish It even though they are fed 
a liberal amount of grain. It often 
happens that hogs, after learning to 
eat rape, prefer It to clover or alfalfa 
that Is coarse and woody. I have often 
changed hogs from alfalfa to rape and 
from rape to alfalfa and could s*e no 
difference In the way they seemed to 
relish these different feeds. If the 
hogs aro turned on the rape that will 
eat It more readily than If it Is more 
mature. 

Rape Is one of the best emergency 
forage crops we have. A good rape 
pasture will give practically as good 
results as alfalfa. It can be sown In 
feed yarda and lots that are used 
through the winter aud thus not only 
furnish a pasture to take the place of 
a shortago of alfalfa or clover pas- 
ture but also provide a means ot 
utilising ground that would otherwise 
grow a crop of unsightly and worth 
less weeds.

He statue: "We 
have tried It for two years and tlud the 
birds are crazy for it and will clean up 
all given them. Of course, we give a 
grain ration, oyster shells, grit, etc., 
besides the ensilage." Since poultry 
require some green food in order to do 
very well and lay bet>t uiien they en- 
Joy their food best. It can be seen that 
ensilage will help a great deal to keep 
the egg production up to the standard, 
as well aa etimulatlng the milk Mow of 
dairy cows or putting beef on 
and mutton on sheep.

Every chick deserves to be well 
hatched, of sturdy ancestry and prop- 
erly reared. The eggs should be from 
carefully selected stock, well boused 
and fed, to produce chicks that stand 
adverHe conditions. The hen or Incu- 
bator should do Its part well, as many 
a slip Is made between the laying of 
the egg and the hatching of the chick. 

I prefer the lamp heated brooder to 
either the hen or the heatleas brooder. 
for while some hen* do good brooding 
and in some seasons you can raise 
good chicks with the tireless brooder, 
yet for easy, successful brooding of 
50 chicks my preference la for the 
heated brooder. 

The chicks, when dry. are taken 
from the hen or machine and trans- 
ferred to the well warmed brooder. 1 
prefer It should be fully as warm un- 
der the hover as was the lacubator. 
then. If too hot, the chicks can be 
spread out into the less warm part of 
the brood, r Boor, or If at any hour 
the temperature drops the chicks can 
retire to a warmer place under th* 
hover. 

What to Feed "hem. 
At the start the chicks get cool wa- 
ter to drink and only the food that Is 
in the barn waste is used to cover the 
brooder floor. Really they need n- 
food, and what they find in the waste 
is plenty. When a few days old they 
need light feeding of cracked wheat, 
good flsh or beef scrip (personally 1 
have found nothing better than a good 
(trade of fish Bcrap) added at eight 
days of age and finely cracked, dry 
com at ten to twelve days. It Is im- 
portant that all chick feed be sound, 
sweet and clean. Avoid musty corn, 
scrap that Is fit only for fertilizer, 
and stale drinking water. Unless 
there Is some grit In the barn waste 
that Is used for brooder floor It should 
be supplied. Chicks need a warm 
place to retire to when cold, an open 
room to get out Into and exorcise, as 
well as a grass run to range Orel 
when two weeks old. Close confine- 
ment to hot brooders tends to give 
leg weakness. As the chicks grow 
In age the heat of the brooder can at 
reduced to about 80 degrees. Too 
niatjy chicks arc hatched that or 
doomed to die because from weak 
stock or Incubated wrongly, but the 
blame Is usually laid on the DfOOeV I 
Yearling hens make the best of brw 
ere. 



OVERFLOW FOR BARREL-TANK 



Pipe Can Be Removed if Desired anr 
Water Level Changed by Taking

overflow to a barrel section which 1 
had fitted up for a tank and not car 
ing to remove any of the attached 
pipes, I slipped a piece of rubbet

In Popular Mechanics 
Holes were drilled in the pipe at In 
tervals and plugged with corka. The 
water can be made to overflow at any 
height by removing a cork in the pipe 
at that level. The rubber tubing can 
be discarded and the pipe threaded 
to tit Into the waste nut at the bottom

Many Advantages Seen In Uta of Open 
Front Heuse— Scratching Shed la 
Kept Dry Di.r ng Wet Weatrt- 

ee—Hers Keep Clean. 

How It ever came »o happen that 
chickens came to | 1P confined In small, 
clone, HHutllated houses during the 
long hours of night, It Is hard to im- 
agine. 

Perhaps It w..„ the result of man's 
effort to domesticate the wild fowls. 
He had to make mnny changes In the 
hahlts of the birds, and It was natural 
for him to do no along the lines of his 
convenience and In Imitation of his 
own condition* 

If he and hli- f.-milfy spent the nlsht 
Indoors with as little fresh air aa pos- 
sible admitted Into the rooms, why 
was not that the proper plan to pur- 
sue with his hrns? 

Oxygen Is needed even more at 
night than In the daytime, and a chick- 
en's night Is a long affair, especially 
during the wlnt<r time, when It goes 
to bed at 4:30, and Is up at 6:30 or 7 
a m. So If fresh nlr Is Important, It 
certainly Is doubly so at night, and 
the open hounes provide for this very 
nicely. 

There are many kinds of fresh air 
houses In use at the present time; 
those that have a canvas or burlap 
curtain are not truly open-front 
houses, except when the curtain Is 
withdraw n. 

The best open-front Is covered with 
wire netting en one side or at least 
the greater part of one side. The 
open Fide should face the south, so 
as to admit the sunshine as well as 
the fresh air. 

As this is the storm side, the end 
of the house occupied by the *MMtt 
should have a canvas frame fitted 
over the upper part, leaving all the 
rest of the front that Is occupied t>r 
the scratchinu' p< n. etc., open to the 
weather, as the protecting eaves or 
slanting roofs are sufficient to k . > 
out the rain and i x<-< s» of .sunshine. 

The advantages of this way of hous- 
ing chlcken.i are many, and It pro- 
vides a welt-ventilate* scratching 
shed, which Is a bi-j Item during th>- 
winter, nnd a more even temperature 
during all seasons of the year. 

During wet uml muddy weuther, the 
scratching shod, which remains dry. 
prevents the ?<>v.N from bringing mud 
Into the nest boxes on their feet, nnd 
dirty egga do not bring as ready a 
sale as the clean ones, and washed 
i - s lose their gloss, and that outer 
film from the shell, which admits tl 
nlr more freely to the Inntr part of 
the shell, causing it to spoil moro 
readily. 

Tho open-front houses remain com- 
paratively dry during tho wet weather, 
nnd frost never accumulates on the in 
fide. =.i that litter r- mains dry for a 
long time, and droppings nru mum 
easily cleaned, Tht r* is no danger of 
the fowls taking cold as one would 
aw m to fear. Such trovMaa come from 
impure air. produced by long damp- 
ness or draughts. 

The pure air gives them resisting 
power against roup, throat or ^imilar 
troubles, as it adds to their vigor. 
These houses are now being tried in 
places when the weather is very se- 
vere In tho wintertime, and no bat' 
results have yet beta reported.
